Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "12", see figure 15, has been used to designate both "front housing" and 
either the "lens door mask (not shown)", see page 7 lines 22-24, or the claimed "alignment 
channel", see claim 2. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because applicant incorrectly uses the primes of reference 
numerals "16a", "16b", "17" and "16b" in the second embodiment shown in figures 19-28. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 3, line 23, the brief description of the drawings does not include a proper 
description of figures 8-28. 

Page 6, line26, "Referring now to Figs. 9- 13b, there." is not grammatically correct. 
Additionally, the figure is labeled "13B " not -13b-. 

Page 7, line 13, "13a" should be — 13 A- to agree with the figure label. 

Page 7, line 22, reference numeral "26b" should be —16b—. 
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Page 9, line 25 (and each additional occurrence), the disclosed "inner lens door cover 
17"' appears to be a miss-use of the terminology as element 17' does not cover the lens. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: "alignment channel" set forth in claim 2. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest "a lens door actuator including a handle portion 
accessible through said housing" "wherein rotational motion of said handle portion pivots said 
lever about said pivot point to move said lens door linearly" in combination with the remaining 
claim elements as set forth in claims 1-17. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest "a grip accessible to the user" "wherein 
rotational motion of said grip pivots said lens door lever around said pivot point to move said 
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lens door linearly" in combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in claims 18- 



The prior art does not disclose or suggest the method step "turning said release button 
after step (d) to connect the upper surface of said key portion with the inside surface of said 
housing and simultaneously trap the upper surface of one of said plurality of spring legs in said 
track to prevent further movement of said release button in the rotational direction, and wherein 
the upper surfaces of said plurality of spring legs contact the lower surface of said release button 
to normally bias said release button away from said housing" in combination with the remaining 
claim elements as set forth in claims 22-27 .
